Don’t get excited— it’s not 
as easy as you may think

Could Chicago ever host the Super Bowl? 

While all eyes will be on New York and 
New Jersey this Sunday for the first open- 
air, cold-weather Super Bowl, Chicagoans 
have been debating for years whether the Big 
Game could come to the Windy City 

Short answer: It’s complicated. 

Bears chairman George McCaskey who is 
on the NFEs Super Bowl committee, talked 
to the Tribune last March about whether the 
city could host. 

“It will depend on what happens in New 
York/New Jersey in 2014. If it is 30 below, it 
might be the last we hear about a northern 
city, open-air Super Bowl in quite awhile,” he 
said. “We would have to make some modifi- 
cations to Soldier Field to address the capac- 
ity issue at least. But it’s the greatest city in 
the world. We have the hotels. We have the 
cultural life. We have the attractions. We 
have the buzz and the excitement.” 

In 2013, espnchicago.com reported 
that Mayor Emanuel’s office said he 
talked to NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell. 

“The mayor spoke with the commis- 
sioner about several things that would al- 
low Chicago and the NFL to expand their 
already wonderful relationship,” a spokes- 
man was quoted as saying. “Chicago is 
a great sports town and a great football 
town, and the mayor wants to build on these 
strengths.” 

The year before, Goodell was in Chica- 
go honoring Soldier Lield for being the 
first NLL stadium to earn a green des- 
ignation for leadership in energy and 


environmental design. He said he was excited 
about hosting the upcoming Super Bowl in 
New York, according to espnchicago.com. 

“I think if we can do it successfully there, 
I think that opens up doors where we’ll be 
looking at. Obviously, you know how to host 
great events. ... And you got a great stadium,” 
Goodell said at the time. 

The mayor himself made a pitch during 
that news conference for the city that has 
hosted the international NATO conference, 
another major event that draws thousands of 
visitors. 

But not everyone is a fan of having a Super 
Bowl in cold weather, including former coach 
Mike Ditka. 

“The weather’s going to be a problem,” 
Ditka told the Detroit Free Press this 
week. “They made a big mistake. The game 
shouldn’t be there. I mean, it’s stupid.” 

The earliest Chicago could have a chance to 
host would be in 2019. That’s because the Big 
Game for the next few years is locked down. 

Arizona hosts in 2015; Santa 
Clara, Calif, in 2016; and 
Houston in 2017. India- 
napolis, Minneapolis 
and New Orleans are 
finalists for host- 
ing the Super Bowl 
in 2018.

The guys are a 
fun group of cocky dopes (thankfully Mikey 
provides perspective without coming off as 
a downer), and they help deliver the sort of 
movie couples will rent, sort of enjoy and 
stop caring about just before getting it on. In 
the dating world, that’s called a success.

Set at the titular, fictional college, the film 
imagines a “Before Sunrise”-ishwalk-and-talk 
between Edith (Vera Farmiga) and George 
(Andy Garcia), who bring their kids for a visit. 
Farmiga’s younger sister, Taissa (“The Bling 
Ring”), plays Edith’s daughter, Audrey who 
says things like, “Sometimes I push away peo- 
ple I like” and loves Middleton because of its 
renowned linguistics professor (Tom Skerritt). 
George’s son, Conrad (Spencer Lofranco), 
is more indie rock than classical and (fairly) 
resents Dad making him wear a tie. 

With its accordion-enhanced score and
